tro duced, Las 
m et with the hearty 
indo rsem ent o f ev ery o ne—a system 
alike bimple and safe, in bo th o f which 
po ints the o ne in co mmo n vo gue here 
is sadly deficient, says 
the Red Wing 
Republican. 
With the To rrens system the trans­ 
fer o f land iu as simple as that o f bank 
sto ck and the title is free fro m diffi­ 
culty. 
A land registry is established 
tinder the co ntro l o f an o fficer by who m 
ail laud 
transactio na are registered. 
Any perso n may register his pro perty 
fo r $ 2. 
To get a title certificate he 
must present all the evidence o f his 
o w ership he ho lds which has no t been 
entered o f reco rd, but he is no t re­ 
quired to present any abstract. 
A 
bo ard o f examiners examines these 
pro o fs, and a written o pinio n o f a 
majo rity o f the bo ard determines the 
actio n o f the registrar. 
W ithin five 
years all have the o ppo rtunity to co n­ 
test such certificate o r registratio n, 
but after five years the certificate ia 
im m une fro m co ntest.

Titles msy be 
transferred fo r |3 . 
Tax titles will no t 
be registered until the ho lder has had 
undisputed po ssessio n o f the tax sale 
pro perty fo r ten years, and paid taxes 
thereo n fo r eeven years. 
Tax buyers 
must present their pro o f o f tax pur­ 
chase to the registrar immediately, 
and giv e no tice to all co ncerned be­ 
fo re the memo rial o f the tax sale is 
no ted o n the register, and if this no ­ 
tificatio n is no t made within three 
mo uths the tax buyer lo ses all bis 
rights id the premises. 
After a title 
is o nce registered the o wner canno t 
be deprived o f any o f hia rights by 
reaso u o f ano ther perso n’* po ssessio n 
and o ccupancy o f the land, fo r any 
perio d whatso ever.

The Torrent System. 
In tbs recent adoption in Cook 
county, IU., wherein lies Chicago, of 
the Torrens land system, there will be 
given in this country a practical trial 
of a system of land transfer which, 
wherever elsewhere it has bfon in­ 
troduced, has met with tho hearty 
indorsement of every one—rn system 
alike simple and safe, in both of which 
points the one in common vogue bere 
is sadly deficient, says the Red Wing 
Republican. 
With the Torrens system the trans­ 
fer of land is as simple aa that of bauk 
stock aud the title is free from diffi­ 
culty. A land registry is established 
under the control of an officer by whom 
all land transactions are registered. 
Any person may register his property 
for $2. To get a title certificate he 
must present all the evidence of hts 
owt rship he holds which has not been 
entered of record, but he is not re­ 
quired to present any abstract. A 
board of examiners examines these 
proofs, sud a written opinion of a 
majority of the board determines the 
actiou of the registrar. Within five 
years all have the opportunity to con­ 
test such certificate or registration, 
but after five years the certificate is 
immune from contest. 
All liens oo 
property ars 
indorsed 
upon the 
certificate and :n the registrar s books 
under the number of the certificate. 
To make such a memorial of a lien, a 
fee of |3 is charged; to cancel such a 
notation the fee is $1. Titles may be 
transferred for $3. Tax titles will not 
be registered until the bolder has had 
undisputed possession of the tax sale 
property for ten years, and paid taxes 
thereon for seven years. Tax buyers 
must present their proof of tax pur­ 
chase to the registrar immediately, 
and give notice to all concerned be­ 
fore the memorial of the tax sale is 
noted on the register, and if this no­ 
tification is not made within three 
months the tax buyer loses all bis 
rights in the premises. After a title 
is once registered the owner cannot 
be deprived of any of his rights by 
reason of another person's possession 
and occupancy of the land, for any 
period whatsoever. These certificates 
are valid proofs of ownership accord­ 
ing to their face representations in 
all courts. ,

The Northwest Passage. 
Through all the cantorial ainee the 
nations of Europe became m aet era of 
the world’s commerce, ap to the fif 
teeuth century, the trade with the 
rich countries of the orient had been 
conducted chiefly by long, tedious, 
and often dangerous jourueya over­ 
land.

9th. We shall also commence the

dam a substantial brick power house 
large enough to supply all tha de­ 
mands and need of the Consolidated 
Company. 
10th. We will accept and pay for 
at invoice price all supplies now on 
hand pertaining to the eleotnc light 
plant now held and owned by the 
City of Brainerd. 
lith. In consideration of the above 
and in payment for the same it is oar 
purpose to issue to the City of Brain­ 
erd sixty thousand dollars in con­ 
solidated bonds, forty of which shall 
bs in lieu of the forty thousand which 
the City of Brainerd accepted and 
guaranteed on the purchase of the 
Brainerd Electric Light & Power plant 
and twenty thousand consolidated 
bonds to be taken in lieu of the twen­ 
ty thousand in bonds issued by the 
City of Brainerd to improve the 
Brainerd Electric Light and Power 
Plant, we also farther agree to redeem 
the twenty thousand consolidated 
bonds on or before two years from 
date of issue.

about a teaspoonful.

that he became despondent from the 
disease with which he was afflicted.”

— Postm aster 
General W ilson has made his first an- 
nual report to the president.

the year ending June 3o, 1895. were 
$76,17l,bO<>, and the expenditures $86,- 
790,172. 
It is gratifying, says the re­ 
port, that a large portion of the de­ 
ficiency occurred in the tirst quarter 
of the year, and that revenues are in­ 
creasing with 
returning 
prosperity. 
Mr. W ilson estim ates the revenue for 
the year ending June 20. 1897. itt $89.- 
792.120. and the expenditures at $94,- 
S17.*.sm>. the difference to he made up 
by congressional 
appropriation. 
In 
speaking of the deficiency Mr. Wilson 
says: 
“The regular annual deficiency in 
the revenues of the postal service, em ­ 
phasized as it appears to be by the un­ 
usual amount of the deficiencies for 
the past two years, may call forth 
comment from those who believe that 
the postoffice department should l>c 
self-sustaining, but it should be re­ 
membered that the free business done 
by the department for other branches 
and departments of the govern in c.^ 
if paid for at regular or cost rates, 
would more than wipe out the de­ 
ficiencies." 
Mr. Wilson recommends legislation 
to prevent abuse of the second class 
privileges. 
He also favors the exten­ 
sion of tho civil service system , 
F i f t u r c * o n Coinnfce. 
The director of the mint lias sub­ 
mitted liis report to the secretary of 
the treasury.

Particulars of Fred Smith’s S u ic id a . 
The Daily Inter-Mountain, of Butte, 
Mont., contains the follow<ng partic­ 
ulars concerning the suicide of F. J. 
Smith at that place last Wednesday: 
Fred. J. Smith, a barber, died 
about noon to-day at room 21, Maule 
block, on West Park street from an 
overdose of laudanum supposed to 
have been taken with suicidal intent. 
Smith was about 38 years of age 
and worked for a portion of last week 
at John Murray’s barber shop under 
the Avalon. 
He was afflicted with 
the salt rheum which prevented him 
from working for several days at a 
time, but he never appeared despond­ 
ent, and when he called ai Murray’s 
shop last evening to see a friend he 
was cheerful enough. 
About 9 o'clock this morning the 
chambermaid at the Maule block 
heard groans from Room 21, and 
suspecting that something was wrong 
secured assistance. 
An entrance was 
effected through the transom, and 
Smith was discovered lying on the 
bed with two empty vials of lauda­ 
num near by. 
A physician was sum­ 
moned at once and remedies applied. 
Smith had taken such a large dose of 
the drug that nothing could sav9 him 
and he died about 12 o’clock. 
As Coroner Richards is eouflned to 
his room Judge Turner was notified, 
and as acting coroner secured a jury 
after which the body was removed to 
the Butte undertaking rooms where 
an inquest will be held at 7:30 o’clock 
this evening. 
Smith came to Butte from Brain­ 
erd, Minn., some weeks ago. 
Cards 
and papers found among his effects 
showed that he was a member in 
good standing of White Cross Lodge 
Knights of Pythias, of Brainerd, and 
of Unity Lodge, No. 197, Odd Fellows 
of the same place. 
It is also learned 
that he has a wife living at Janesville, 
Iowa. 
No cause can be assigned for the 
deed. 
Smith was not in need of 
money. 
His room rent was paid in 
advance, and he had friends here who 
would have assisted bins financially 
if he needed assistance. Among his 
effects were also discovered a fine 
gold watch and ohain with a large 
gold K. of P. emblem. 
Smith had apparently determined 
to make sure work of the business for 
he secured two one oz vials of lauda­ 
num, the contents of both of which 
he swallowed with the exception of 
about a teaspoonful. 
It is supposed 
that he became despondent from the 
disease with whioh he waa afflicted.”
